Robbery attempt

Take a stand, together 


O n Jan. 29,27-year- 
old Laval University 
student Alexandre 
Bissonnette allegedly 
entered the Centre Cultural 
Islamique de Quebec in 
Quebec City and opened 
fire on a group of Muslim 
men at prayer. 

When the rampage with 
an assault rifle ended, 
six were dead and five 
others were fighting for 
their lives in hospital - 
fathers, brothers and sons, 
murdered or injured in 
an act of malevolence 
and hatred, rooted in 
intolerance. 

Prime Minister Justin 
Trudeau called it “an act of 

Gov. Gen. David 
Johnston called it "an 
attack on our traditions, 
our values, on what it 
means to be a Canadian.” 

What it means is there is 
a need for all Canadians to 
be vigilant - to watch for 
signs of hatred, bigotry and 
intolerance, whether in 
print, online, in person or 
on a Facebook posting, and 
to take action. Speak up. 
Challenge bias. 

Because hatred is 
never benign. Hateful 
propaganda can divide 
communities, and plant 
the seeds of violence in sick 


and twisted minds. 

We need to take 
expressions of bigotry 
and hatred seriously, 
and never minimize their 
power - whether they 
originate in an extremist 
ideology, a diseased mind 
or the American White 

Because the massacre 
in a Quebec City mosque 
did more than shatter the 
peace of a community and 
the country. It took the 
lives of decent, kind men, 
and left behind shattered 
families. Azzeddine 
Soufiane, 57, a grocer and 
father of three, known for 
his kindness to newcomers 
to his community. Khaled 
Bekacemi, 60, a food 
scientist and respected 
professor at Laval 
University. Aboubake 
Thabti, 44, a pharmacy 
worker and father of 
two young children. 
Mamadou Tanou, 42, 
an IT worker and father 
of two toddlers, and his 
friend, Ibrahima Barry, 

39, a Quebec government 
worker and father of four. 
Abdelkrim Hassane, 41, a 
programming analyst with 
the Quebec government 
and father of three. 

We need to remember 
them, and stand together.
